Allies Fight History's Greatest Jet Battle 


Pilots Claim 
Damage to 3 
Red MIG-15s 
Report 120 Planes 
Involved in High 
Level Aerial Fight 


U. S. EIGHTH ARMY 


HEADQUARTERS, Korea— 
(AP)—Nearly -120 American 
and Communist jet warplanes 
today fought for 25 minutes 
high over "Big Alley" in 
northwest Korea in what may 
have been history's biggest 
jet battle. 


U. S. pilots reported they 


damaged three Red Mig-15s. 


The battle swirled from 37,000 


feet down to 20,000 feet. It didn't 
go all the way down to tree-top 
level as some recent jet fights 
have. 


On the east-central front, Allied 


infantrymen Saturday hurled an- 
other attack at the highest peak 
of "heartbreak 
ridge." 


Hammer Tra«p« 


United Nations warplanes roar- 


ed through clear blue skies and 
hammered troops in their deep 
bunkers. 


Little action was reported from 


the central front, where Allied 
tanks Friday smashed almost to 
Pyonggang in an armored raid 
through the old Red "Iron Tri- 
angle." Pyonggang. northern tip 
of the triangle, is 29 miles north of 
Parallel 38. 


U.N. officers estimated the Reds 


lost nearly 1,000 men killed or 
wounded in the action. 


Fight Through Barrage 


They said that only one of the 


four tank-tipped forces on the raid 
ran into trouble. It had to fight 
out of a curtain of anti-tank mor^ 
tar, artillery and small arms fire: 
" Allied night fighters prowling 
the Korean skies Friday night and 
Saturday morning attcked 1,400 
Communist vehicles. U. S. Fifth 
air force pilots said they destroy- 
ed or damaged at least 430 ve- 
hicles, 50 rail cars and three loco- 
motives.

this time with a request for $14,000,000 more. And in the 
name of "economy," the house proceeded to slash this by 98 
per cent, voting an almost microscopic $300,000.

Either the foundation is worth supporting or it is not.

Outlook Much Better for 
Kids With Cerebral Palsy ^ 


By EDWLN P. JORDAM. M. U. 


Since the practical conquest ot 


a great many of the acute illnesses 
such as typhoid fever, pneumonia, 
diptheria, and smallpox, an in 
creasing amount of time and ef- 
fort has gone into the study of 
conditions of a more chronic* na- 
ture, or those for which, in • the 
past, nothing could be done. 


One of these disorders, which'is 


known as cerebral palsy and pro- 
duces a tragic condition in chil- 
dren who are sometimes falsely 
called "spastic," has been the sub- 
ject of much study and real prog- 
ress is now being made. 


This condition is the result of 


disease, accident, or faulty devel- 
opment, affecting the brain belore, 
during or immediately after birth. 
It U a tragic, and conspicuous af- 
fliction, but the outlook is con- 
stantly improving; 


Children %who are handicapped 


by cerebral palsy need treatment 
both 
physically and- mentally. 


Special muscle training should be 
started as soon as possible. This 
usually includes exercises involv- 
ing music or songs and certain 
games which have proved quite 
helpful. 


The educational and psychologi- 


cal treatment of these children is 
just as important. It has been 
repeatedly emphasized that a calm 
home life is most desirable. Many 
of these youngsters have superior 
intellects, but may have difficulty 
in developing satisfactorily in reg- 
ular schools. 


For this reason special schools 


have been set up in many places 
and the training which can be 
given under these circumstances 
'<* 


has often been of extreme value. 


NEED ENCOURAGEMENT 


Youngsters with cerebral palsy 


need encouragement. They should 
not be pitied, but sympathy an* 
affection help them both physical- 
ly and mentally. When given the 
benefits of modern physical ana 
mental training, the improvement 
which many ot them obtain is 
little short ot miraculous. 


I should like to call attention to

parents ot children with cerebral 
palsy. One of them is the "Parents 
Study Guide," prepared by the Na- 
tional Easter Seal Agency ana 
published by the National Society 
for Crippled Children and Adults.

One event at this time of the 


early fall generally looked forward 
to by most citizens is the return 
to Central Standard time. 


This will occur officially at 2 


a.m. Sept. 30. Once more trains 
will run at the same time that 
commuters have on their watches, 
buses will arrive similarly, you 
won't 
have 
to 
worry 
about 


whether or not some nearby town 
you intend to visit is an hour be- 
hind the time you have and gen- 
eral confusion will abate. 


The city ordinances of Dixon 


provide that at 2 a.m. the last 
Sunday of April each year the 
clocks which -regulate all official 
and legal proceedings in Dixon 
will be advanced an hour to put 
the city on daylight saving time. 
This holds for all clocks on public 
auildings or other premises main- 
tained at the city's expense. 


Since every free citizen has the 


right to go by what ever time 
ie wants to, the ordinance merely 
'requests" that all firms and per- 
sons advance their clocks occord- 
mgly. If a majority of citizens 
comply with the request the con- 
fusion is cut to a minimum. 


Also the ordinance provides that 


at 2 a.m. on the last Sunday in 
September all clocks which were 
advanced in April be set back 
one hour. Supposedly If you want 
to stay on daylight saving time all 
winter, there Is no law against it.

PICKLE SUCCESS 


There's still time before early frosts to make pickles from summer 


and fall crops of cucumbers, green tomatoes and other vegetables well 
suited to pickling, say food specialists of the U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture. But if the results are to be plump, tart, and spicy successes, 
there are fine points in pickling to master. 
£ 
Failures to avoid in home pickling are pickles that are too sour, 


soft or slippery, hollow and shriveled. Fortunately attention to a few 
do's and don'ts can prevent these failures. 


Do 
use 
modern-day 
pickle 


recipes. Old-fashioned recipes may 
call for too much vinegar because 
the vinegar of 20 or 25 years 
ago had less acetic acid than to- 
day's vinegar. 


Do use pure granulated salt in 


brining if local stores carry it, 
although common table salt my 


fie satisfactory. Pickling results 


with table salt are not so certain 
because of the ingredients it con- 
tains to prevent lumping. 


DON'T let cucumbers stand too 


long before brining to avoid hol- 
low pickles. It's best to pickle 
within 24 hours after gathering. 
Remember that hollow pickles are 
not a total loss but my be used 
In making mixed pickle or relish. 


DO use soft water in making a 


\%rine if possible. If you must use 


hard water, add a little vinegar 
unless the recipe calls for vinegar 
anyway. The calcium and other 
salts in hard water may keep 
acid from forming, so stop the 
pickling process. 


DO use enough salt in the brine. 


When the salt solution is too 
weak, spoilage bacteria can get a 
start, causing soft or slippery 
pickles. 
9 DON'T place pickles in extreme- 
ly strong salt, sugar, or vinegar 
solutions without a preliminary 
treatment in a weaker solution. 
Otherwise, you may have trouble 
with 
shriveling. 
Shriveling 
is 


especially likely to occur in quite 
strong sugar solutions when mak- 
ing sweet pickles. 


Prevent Crystals 


One way to prevent crystals 


forming In grape jelly is to let 
*he fresh juice stand overnight or 
tor several days in a cool plac*. 
Then strain the juice without dis- 
turbing the sediment at the bot- 
tom. A canned and stored juice 
also might be an alternative 
method. 


If one-fourth to one-half of the 


juice comes from tart apples it 
will also prevent those unwanted 
crystals from forming. 


These crystals are made up of 


C 


rtaric acid. This acid collects 
to granules that are gritty, 


sharp and needle-like and often 
make the jelly unedible. 


Sometimes other things will 


cause crystals in fruit jelly also. 
The juice is sometimes boiled too 
long before sugar is added. Some- 
times too much sugar has been 
used. This is very often true when 
the fruit juice is low in acid. 


The Cold Method 


Have you ever made grape jelly 


the cold method? Try a little 


sometime to note the excellent 
fresh fruit flavor that is retained. 
This method also saves time. 


The method: warm the extracted 


Juice; then add one and one-half 
tups of sugar for each cup of 
Juice. Stir the mixture until all 
ef the sugar is dissolved, then 
pour into sterilized jars and cover 
with paraffin. 


Caution: use juice from grapes 


(•hat are slightly underripe, as 


overly mature fruit lacks the pec- 
tin and acid needed for making 
jelly.

Living Costs 
Unchanged in 
August, Claim 


WASHINGTON —(AP)—Living 


costs in August were unchanged 
from July's record high level and 
the fact they didn't go up leads 
some economists to think prices 
may be leveling off. 


The government announced yes- 


terday that August, prices for 
h'ouse furnishings and many food 
items, including fruits and vege- 
tables, dropped a bit from July. 
But this was offset by increases in 
rents, wearing apparel, gasoline, 
street car fares and miscellaneous 
items. 


The principal living .cost index 


computed by the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics for August remained at 
185.5 per cent of the 1935-39 aver- 
age. This was the July figure, also, 
and is 7 per cent higher than Aug- 
ust, 1950, and 9 per cent above 
the level of June, 1950, when the 
Korean war broke out. 


Some economists said this pause 


in the previous steady upward 
climb in prices means the cost of 
living may be leveling off. Whole- 
sale prices have been declining for 
some time, and this is beginning 
to be reflected in retail prices. 


However, prices in other con- 


sumer items such as rent may 
climb and could keep the index up, 
some said.

Machine Tool 
Stock Tapped 
For Industry 


MARIETTA, Ga., (AP) — The 


air force is serving- up $351,000,- 
000 worth of vital, moth-balled 
equipment in cafeteria style to 
help break the nation's major de> 
fense bottleneck - machine tools. 


About 600 defense contractors 


have passed through the huge 
warehouses here and in Omaha, 
Neb., in the past three weeks. 


In the process, mountains of 


the government's normal red tape 
have been bulldozed aside to the 
point where a contractor simply 
tags a piece of equipment and it 
is his. 


The tools are pouring out of 


the huge hangar at the Lockheed 
bomber plant at the rate of 700 
a week. The goal is 1,000. 


All of the tools are those which 


cannot now be obtained for love 
or money on the open market and 
some won't be available until 
1954. 


The $351,000,000 figure repre- 


sents what the government paid 
for the stuff during World War 
II. An air force spokesman said 
that until now the 
equipment 


which was moth-balled after the 
last war hasn't been needed since 
the machine tool 
industry 
has 


been able to meet demands from 
current backlog. 


Now, 
he continued, the indus- 


try no longer is able to meet that 
demand with the step-up in de- 
fense activities. 


So far the contractors have 


grabbed the equipment until only 
2,500 pieces are unspoken for in 
Omaha and 7,385 iri Marietta.
